touching perſonalt ſucceſſion of Biſho- 
pꝛickes and Churches; we holde it not 
to be always a ſure marke ol Gods ho⸗ 
lye Churche. Except ye wil laye of the 
Church of /-4ae/ vnder Icroboam, that 
Idolatour, thatſhe was then the true 
Churche, (thoughe an Apoſtata by hit 
grofſe Idolatrie) bicauſe ſho could boaſt 
ofperſonall ſucceſſion from theKyngs, 
and Biſhoppes of that people. Oꝛ that 


the Churche of Jadah vnder Manalles, 


(that idolatrous King) was (notwyth- 
ſtanding the murther of Gods  chyl 
dꝛen, their ſacrificingto — ra⸗ 


bants 
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banylhing hys holy lacrifyces,) was (J 
ſave) (all thys admitted) yet the true 
Church of God, bycauſe they hadde and 
coulde ſhewe a perſonall ſucceſſion of 
Byngs and Byſhoppes, cuen from the 
firſte Moles and Aaron . But pe wyll 
poſſibly pꝛeſſe vs wyth the aucoꝛitie of 
the Fathers, as wyth 1 c:cuitan that 
ancient, whych voaſted in truth, to haue 
had ſucceſſion of p Byſhops of me. foʒ 
the furtheraunce of hys purpoſe”.

Euen ſa 
it is likewiſe to our god God,bicauſs 
he is low to w2ath,z doth not alwayes 
frike, we ſtraight contemne his thꝛeat⸗ 
ning woꝛde ſuppoſing, eyther he is not 
able, oꝛ not knowing, to puniſhe our 9- 
pen rebellion againſte hym, and ſo the 
N ſaieth in his hearte, there is no Pal 
Secondely, if GD in mertie doe 2 
ſwetely perſuade vs by hys holy woꝛde 
to true repentaunce, ſtraiahtwaye our 
nature halſeth vp a natura!l diſtruſte, | 
ſaying : what p2ofite haue we to ſerne *1alac3i4 
the Loꝛd:oꝛ what be his pꝛomiſes bnto 
vs? we wil not hearken vnto his woꝛd: .

Oh Lo 
wyy ſhould ſuch vniuſte Papiffs, ſit in 
place of Juſtice, ſoto barren the ſoyle 
round? aboute them. Percy they haue 
had, and it doth rather mar them: Loꝛd, 
from heauen, from heauen L oꝛd, grant 
them Jultice oꝛ mercy at thy god wyll. 
Conuert them, oꝛ confound them Lo2d: 
Foz why ſhoulde they pet make their 
wines, their childꝛen, their fernantes, 
their tenantes, thepꝛ friendes and kin⸗ 
red, theyꝛ aſſociates and countrep thy 
people, hir graccs ſubiecs in theſe gro- 
wing times, ſo mightily barren?
